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South Australian Division at Adelaide, the Victorian 
Division at Melbourne, and the New South Wales Division 
at Sydney, and had also participated in the dedication of 
the lecture hall in the British Medical Association building 
at Sydney, to the memory of the late Dr. Todd. He 
had attended the annual conference of the New Zealand 
Branch of the Association, where he himself had read 
two papers ; he was the chief guest at the annual dinner 
of the Branch, and attended several of the meetings of 
the conference. He was also the guest of the Otago and 
Wellington Divisions. He bore testimony to the kindness 
and hospitality with which he had everywhere been 
received, and also to the high level of the papers and 
discussions at the conference.

The Chairman said that much more than a mere 
formal vote of thanks was due to Mr. Fagge, who had 
represented the Association with very great acceptance 
in Australia and New Zealand, and whose report was a 
very interesting and encouraging one. 


ARRANGEMENTS FOR CENTENARY CELEBRATION 

The Council discussed certain details of the arrangements 
for the Centenary celebrations, in particular the pilgrim- 
age to Worcester to take place on Sunday, July 24th, 
where the events would include the unveiling of a tablet 
on the house formerly occupied by Sir Charles Hastings, 
a service in the Cathedral, when the Bishop of Birmingham 
would be the preacher, the unveiling of the memorial 
window, a luncheon, a mayoral ‘‘at home’”’ at the 
Guildhall, and a visit to the Hastings grave in Astwood 
Cemetery, as well as certain other visits of which mem- 
bers would have a choice. Sir Ewen Maclean, who had 
recently visited Worcester, said that he was sure the 
whole ceremony and its setting would be immensely 
attractive. 

Lord Dawson said that the arrangements appeared to 


_have been excellently organized. It would give him 


personally very great pleasure if Dr. Willoughby, although 


’ then no longer President of the Association, would unveil 


the tablet on the Hastings house. This was also the 
wish of the Council, and Dr. Willoughby consented to 
do so. 

An application by the Australian and New Zealand 
Medical Association in England to have its summer dinner, 
which is to be held in London on July 22nd, included 
in the official programme of the Centenary was granted. 

Mr. Souttar, chairman of the Science Committee, 
announced that replies had been received from eleven out 
of the twelve distinguished members of the medical pro- 
fession in different parts of Europe and America to the 
request that they would accept the position of Foreign 
Corresponding Members of the Association in celebration 
of the Centenary. All of them had replied accepting 
the honour, with expressions of appreciation. Mr. Souttar 
said that it was very gratifying to observe how this 
invitation had been received. Dr. Fothergill suggested 
that the names, with others possibly to be added later, 
should be inscribed in a special book and perhaps also 
on a panel in the Council Chamber. The Office Com- 
mittee undertook to consider these suggestions. 


REPORT OF MENTAL DEFICIENCY COMMITTEE 


Professor R. J. A. Berry, the chairman, submitted the 
report of the special committee appointed by the Council 
at the end of 1930 to report on the various medical 
problems presented by mental deficiency, more especially 
with regard to methods which had been suggested for 
the reduction of its incidence and to the facilities for 
medical education in this subject.

Professor Berry said that the report was a carefy} 
reasoned scientific document, in which he would be Bh 
able to accept any substantial alteration without the 
approval of his fellow members of the committee. i 
was a document intended in the first place for general 
practitioners, but this subject of mental deficiency wag 
attracting attention from many people besides those jg 
the medical profession, and the committee had not been 
unmindful of that fact. Among the bodies interested Were 
the Board of Control and the members of the varios 
mental welfare associations in this country and over-seas 
He drew attention to the careful wording of the report: 
it was impossible to get a body of some twenty persons 
all interested in the subject, to agree at every point, and 
this might account for the way in which some matters 
were set out. The classification of mental defectives givay 
in the report was threefold: idiots, imbeciles, and feeble. 
minded. Dr. Fothergill had asked him why moral defec. 
tives had been omitted from this classification. He jp. 
vited attention to the section of the report dealing with 
that aspect, but said that the committee had beeq 
anxious to discourage medical men from certifying patients 
as moral defectives. It had appeared to the committes 
to be a little unfortunate that in this country children 
could be certified either under the Education Act or the 
Mental Deficiency Acts, and the committee thought this 
double method of certification should be abolished. He 
drew attention to the section of the report dealing with 
heredity, a factor which the committee felt to be im. 
portant, and then passed to the section headed ‘‘ Preven. 
tion,’’ reminding the Council that the report would be 
before the Annual Representative Meeting, at which the 
press would be present, and that this would probably be 
the section of the document upon which some newspapers 
would seize, possibly putting it forward in a sensational 
manner, scarcely recognized by its authors. The com- 
mittee had spent three afternoons discussing this subject of 
prevention. Some of its members were in favour of 
sterilization ; others, on religious or other grounds, were 
opposed ; and others did not hold strong views in 
either direction ; but in the end they all accepted the 
section as it was now set out. He drew attention also to 
the section dealing with the need for increased facilities 
for instruction of practitioners in mental deficiency, re- 
marking that it would be unfortunate in the extreme if 
this branch of medical study were not to receive adequate 
attention. The committee did not take the view that 
mental deficiency would disappear. Part ITI of the report, 
which concerned mental deficiency as a problem of human 
biology, might be described as “‘ science without tears.” 
Part III, ‘‘ Some social considerations,’’ was a very im- 
portant part of the report, and bore the unquestioned 
stamp of its authorship. It certainly opened up a new 
line of thought. Of the five appendices, the second, deal- 
ing with the community care of the mentally defective, 
contained two points to which he was bound to make 
reference. One of these was concerned with the matter 
of early ascertainment, and the report read: ‘‘ More 
skilled examiners are needed, and still more, a_ better 
understanding of deficiency by school teachers, who are 
our first line of defence, and make the first selection 


of suspected children. ... The elementary school is 
and must be the centre of the great mass of the work 
of ascertainment.’’ Dr. Fothergill had raised the point 


that the general practitioner should be the first line of 
defence. With that Professor Berry agreed, but he asked 
whether the practitioner could fulfil that function under 
existing conditions. Was it not the fact that to-day the 
child from birth until he went to school, ‘‘ where psycho- 
logists got busy with him,’’ never came under the observa- 
tion of a medical man at all unless he was ill? He 
moved that the report be included in the Supplementary 
Report of the Council as the report of the Mental 
Deficiency Committee. 

The Chairman pointed out that the terms of the motion 
did not commit any member of the Council who was not 
a member of the committee to the acceptance of any 
conclusion in the report. The committee had thanked 
Professor Berry for his skilful chairmanship, and, thanks 
largely to that, there had been reached, what at one 


most pe st. 
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time was scarcely expected, a report embodying no dis- 
senting conclusion by any member of the committee. 
This did not mean that to every paragraph of the 
report every member of the committee would eagerly 
append his signature, but enough agreement had been 
reached to make it unnecessary for any dissent to be 
recorded. In accepting the motion, the Council was not 
endorsing any specific statement in the report, but was 
merely accepting it as the report of one of its committees 
and authorizing its publication. 

Dr. Flemming, as a general practitioner, thanked the 

committee warmly for its report. To many general 
ractitioners, mental deficiency had been in the past 
a subject regarded as troublesome so far as practice 
was concerned, and interesting only in an academic 
way, but he believed the issue of this report, if he 
could judge from his own experience, would alter the 
whole outlook on this subject from the general practi- 
tioner’s point of view. The logical consequence of cause 
and effect was clearly stated, the physiology of the con- 
dition was well set out, and in Part III, dealing with 
social considerations, the practical application was given 
of all that had gone before. In this way the subject 
was given an interest which it had lacked in the past, 
and the cost of the care of mental defectives, which many 
perhaps in the past had looked upon as excessive, found 
its justification. 
_ Dr. Langdon-Down, speaking as a member of the 
committee, said that while it was true that all the 
members consented without positive objection to the 
passing of this report, in doing so he at all events had 
reserved the right to offer criticisms when the report came 
before the Council and ultimately before the Representa- 
tive Meeting. He felt it was incumbent upon him to 
give quite briefly the reasons why he made that reserva- 
tion. Professor Berry had emphasized the public im- 
portance of the report, and for that reason it was all 
the more necessary that its effects should be carefully 
considered. Nothing had been said particularly in the 
report about the increase in the incidence of mental 
deficiency which was alleged to have been taking place 
during the last twenty years. Nothing had been said to 
disprove that increase, and the last Government com- 
mittee which dealt with the matter brought forward 
very striking evidence in support of the fact that mental 
deficiency was in fact increasing. Surely, then, as a 
body of medical men dealing with a subject which came 
under the heading of preventive medicine, it was their 
duty to say in what manner this condition could be 
prevented. Primary dementia, affecting the germ cells, 
could only be prevented by restriction of propagation, 
and undoubtedly one of the most effective methods of 
restricting propagation was sterilization. It was, in fact, 
agreed that sterilization might in certain cases reduce 
the incidence, and yet the committee made no suggestion 
that the obstacles which had been shown to exist should 
be removed. This ineffective result had come about 
partly from a confusion in the minds of the committee 
as to the manner of handling this question. The com- 
mittee had persistently confused the question of steri- 
lizing mental defectives themselves with the question of 
having sterilization available as a measure to prevent the 
propagation of defective-producing stock. Each of those 
questions should receive attention in such a report. The 
committee had also confused the facility for voluntary 
sterilization in suitable cases with the compulsory sterili- 
zation of persons deemed to be defective. That seemed 
to be an unsatisfactory ending to the committee’s labours, 
and therefore he wished to move, ‘‘ That the Council 
regrets that the report makes no suggestion that the 
present obstacles to the use of sterilization in suitable 
cases should be removed.’’ 

The Chairman of Council hoped that Dr. Langdon- 
Down would not persist in such an amendment, because, 
in that event, he himself and every other member of 
the committee would be at liberty to move a resolution 
beginning, ‘‘ but regrets ’’—such and such a feature of 
the report. 

Dr. Langdon-Down said that he would fall in with the 
Chairman’s request, and would not move his amendment. 


Having said what he had done, he had satisfied his feeling 
of duty in the matter. 

Mr. Bishop Harman expressed complete sympathy with 
Dr. Langdon-Down’s point of view. He confessed that 
he was a “‘ sterilizer,’’ and he believed that the com- 
munity would come to adopt sterilization probably fairly 
soon. Some people declared that it was against their 
religious and moral principles, but it was his own religious 
and moral principles which made him feel that they 
should cut down evi! trees which bore evil fruit. There 
existed the strongest and soundest basis for such a 
declaration. 

Dr. Fothergill was still dissatisfied with the explanation 
given by the chairman of the committee regarding the 
paragraph on early ascertainment. He felt that if the 
paragraph were left as it stood the influence of the 
report so far as general practitioners were concerned 
would be weakened. He suggested that the words, 
already quoted by Professor Berry, should run: ‘‘ More 
skilled examiners are needed, and still more, a _ better 
understanding of deficiency by school teachers, who are 
at present our first line of defence. . . . Until the general 
practitioner has become efficient to diagnose a case of 
mental deficiency, the elementary school is and must be 
the centre of the great mass of the work of ascertain- 
ment.’’ He recognized that until the general practitioner 
was efficient they must carry on with the best means 
available. 

Dr. Gordon said that he had great sympathy with Dr. 
Fothergill’s proposition. One had to recognize certain 
facts. Taking mental defectives as a whole, the great 
majority were feeble-minded, and not idiots or imbeciles. 
The only children who were brought by their parents 
to doctors on account of mental deficiency were, and 
always would be, the idiots and imbeciles, and the ascer- 
tainment which was wanted was the ascertainment of 
the feeble-minded, because with the feeble-minded some- 
thing could be done, whereas with the idiots and im- 
beciles nothing at all could be done. The large majority 
of mental defectives were found among elementary 
school children, as opposed to private school children, 
and children of the former class were not, for economical 
reasons, brought to private practitioners unless they were 
obviously ill. To the parent the feeble-minded child was 
not obviously ill ; the parent believed that the child was 
perfectly normal, until at school he fell behind his fellows 
to a serious degree. Therefore the school teachers were 
and would be the first line of defence until such time as 
the general practitioner could recognize early mental 
defect and had the opportunity of doing so. 

The Chairman of Council said he did not like it to be 
stated that it was the ignorance of the general practitioner 
which stood in the way of the discovery of these cases. 
It must be borne in mind that legally it was the duty 
of the education authority to ascertain these mentally 
defective children before school age. Therefore in law 
it was not the school teacher who should be brought into 
the work of early ascertainment, but somebody else 
responsible to the local authority. That authority was 
not at present effectually doing that duty, but it remained 
the fact that the duty of ascertainment before school age 
was upon it. Therefore it could not be the school teacher 
who was the primary agent employed in this ascertain- 
ment. 

Dr. Fothergill suggested that the Chairman of Council, 
Professor -Berry, and Dr. Gordon should confer with 
a view to some new drafting of this paragraph which 
would meet the various points of view and yet not 
weaken the effect of the report. 

Professor Berry accepted that suggestion, and said 
that some form of words would be found which would 
clarify the position. 

Dr. Hawthorne, as a non-expert member of the com- 
mittee, and as one of a small minority who found some 
difficulty in appending their signatures to the report, 
uttered a word of appreciation of the chairman of the 
committee and of Dr. Gordon, who gave so much assist- 
ance in the way of preparation of memoranda. The 
chairman had displayed a combination of virtues which 


found a happy opportunity at the head of such a com- 
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just a touch of the professorial manner. In the present 
discussion it had been rather suggested that there were 
controversies in the committee, and that some members 
would not have been able to sign the report unless a 
modification had been made in the section dealing with 
prevention. There was a case for sterilization, which 
Dr. Langdon-Down had already made, and equally there 
was a case to be put forward on the other side. As to 
the heroic declaration which they had heard that day 
from Mr. Bishop Harman, that he was a ‘“‘sterilizer ”’ 
and was prepared to go forth and hew down evil trees, 
that assumed that the judgement as to what was good 
and what was evil could be settled offhand by the one 
who made such a declaration. 

Dr. Picken referred to a paragraph of the report in 
which the proposal was made that clinics for mental 
defects should be opened at teaching hospitals. That as 
a proposition was quite harmless, but he did not think it 
would carry them very much further. The teaching of 
mental deficiency could not be carried out at an ordinary 
clinic. The examination of the mental defective, if it 
was to be fair to the defective himself, must take a 
long time over each individual case, and the study of 
that individual case should not be disturbed by the 
presence of many such disturbing factors as medical 
students. The teaching of students in mental deficiency, 
which was exceedingly important, could not easily be 
carried on along the lines of the ordinary teaching hos- 
pital clinic. Having said that, he did not wish to oppose 
the suggestion. But there was an alternative. He would 
like the chairman of the committee to take this into 
consideration and to see whether he could not add words 
to meet the point. The local authority had its organiza- 
tion for the care and control of mental defectives, and, 
in provincial areas at least, that organization was a very 
complete one, providing for institutional accommodation 
and for the ascertainment of defectives under school age. 

t was the custom for medical schools in areas where there 
were such to utilize the services of the Health Depart- 
ment for instruction in fevers and in public health, and 
there seemed to be no reason why the organization 
possessed by the local authority for the ascertainment of 
mental defectives should not be at the disposal of the 
medical schools in their areas for teaching purposes. 
That would probably, in provincial areas at least, be a 
more satisfactory way of providing for the teaching of 
students. 

Professor Berry promised to take the point into con- 
sideration. 

It was then agreed that the report of the committee 
should be included as such in the Supplementary Report 
of Council and should be reprinted in pamphlet form. The 
opinion of the committee was also endorsed, that it might 
be of some considerable advantage, both to the nation and 
to the profession, if some general liaison were established 
between research workers on this subject throughout 
the country, and the Council adopted a recommendation 
that the attention of the Medical Research Council should 
be drawn to the necessity for research and the correlation 
of research in mental deficiency, and that it should be 
suggested to the Medical Research Council that the per- 
sonnel of its committee on mental research should be 
widened with this in view. 

The Council next considered the procedure at the 
Annual Representative Meeting with regard to the report 
of the Mental Deficiency Committee. 

The Chairman of the Representative Body said that 
he had given very anxious consideration to the matter in 
view of the fact that the report had been brought forward 
at a late date, too late for the full two months’ notice 
to the Divisions before the Representative Meeting. His 
conclusion was that the report should be presented to 
the meeting, and received, but he did not think it 
should be discussed in detail, paragraph by paragraph, 
with amendments. 

The Chairman of Council brought forward a motion of 
which he had given notice at the previous meeting. The 
notice was in the following terms:

He said that it was not the custom for the Council to pass 
resolutions of thanks to those who carried out the official 
work of the Association, whether as officers or on stand. 
ing committees, until perhaps they had completed their 
work. But the position of a member like Dr. Gordon; 
who had done this special work without coming into the 
sometimes uncomfortable limelight of chairman of a 
standing committee at the Representative Mectings, wag 
quite exceptional, and he thought a resolution of this 
kind ought to be passed and included in the Supplementary 
Report of Council. Of course, it was brought forward 
with a view to the encouragement of similar work in the 
future. 

The motion was carried with applause. 

Dr. Gordon thanked the Chairman and the members 
of the Council for this exceedingly kind expression of 
opinion, but he thought that he had possibly received 
more credit than he deserved. With regard to the report 
on psycho-analysis, very much was due to Dr. Langdon- 
Down, the chairman of the committee, and to Dr. Ernest 
Jones, who really did the work of drafting the report; 
and so far as the Committee on Mental Deficiency was 
concerned, Professor Berry had done the major part of 
the work of drafting, and the Chairman of Council was 
responsible for the important section dealing with social 
considerations. But he was very grateful for, and much 
encouraged by, this expression of appreciation. 


THE CONFERENCE ON MEDICAL PATENTS 

Dr. Langdon-Down brought forward the report on the 
recent conference on medical patents, which was published 
in the Supplement of May 28th (p. 256). He expressed 
gratification at the readiness with which the invitation to 
the two Royal Colleges and the Medical Research Council 
to join in this conference had been accepted, and at the 
strength of the delegation which those bodies sent to the 
two meetings. This marked, he thought he was right 
in saying, a new stage in the relations of the Association 
with these distinguished bodies, and formed a precedent 
of value. It was important, in dealing with the outcome 
of this conference, that they should do their best to ensure 
that the advance made in this direction was not thrown 
away by unwise vacillation later on. Each constituent 
part of the conference reserved liberty to ignore or not 
ignore the report and conclusions, but he thought he 
might safely say that there was little or no question but 
that each body taking part would endorse the conclusions 
reached. He reminded the Council of the recent history 
of this question of medical patents, and then explained 
the four recommendations which were agreed to by the 
conference, and were set out in the Suftplement of 
May 28th. Explaining why the account of the conference 
had been published before the report was submitted to 
Council, he said that it seemed important that as a Bill 
was now going through Parliament, and as publicity had 
already been given to the proceedings in the Journal, the 
decisions of the conference should be generally made 
known, although it was explained that they were subject 
to endorsement by the Council. Since the conference a 
request had been received from the Board of Trade that 
the Medical Secretary and the Deputy Medical Secretary 
should take part in a conversation on this matter, and 
an informal discussion had already been held. 

The Chairman of Council said that he was a little 
unhappy about the fourth recommendation, which read: 
‘“ Until some such dedicatory system is established, the 
members of the conference think that the special position 
held by medical men in the community renders it un- 
desirable that they should apply for patents in the medical 
field.’’ It was not a matter of a few hard cases, but of 
a certain definite class of hard cases, although in total 
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they might be few, the cases—namely, of medical men 
who, at their own expense, and in their own laboratory, 
had been! engaged exclusively or almost so on research 
of this kind, and who had no means of remunerating 
themselves except by some protection for the results of 
the researches to which they had devoted themselves. 
If such a man was in practice and used the results of his 
research in his practice he could quite appreciate the 

ition, but there was a class of medical men, loyal 
members of the Association, who were in effect condemned 
py the opinion expressed in the Representative Meeting 
with regard to patents. He suggested that the phrasing 
should be altered so that it would read, ‘‘. . . the position 
held by medical men in general,’ so as to make it clear 
that it applied to medical men in practice, and not to 
those exclusively engaged in their own laboratories. 

Dr. Fothergill asked what was the position of a member. 

of the Association who refused to be guided by this 
expression of opinion and went on with his patents. 
- Mr. Souttar said that in the recommendations of the con- 
ference the word ‘‘unethical’’ did not appear at all, and 
the word ‘‘undesirable’’ was specially introduced with a 
view to that difficulty. After a great deal of discussion 
the conference came unanimously to the definite conclusion 
that it was undesirable in the public interest that patents 
should be taken out by medical men in the medical field. 
There were laid before the conference details of patents 
which had been taken out and which had led to consider- 
able difficulties in practice. The Dick test was one 
example, and insulin was another. The second and third 
recommendations, which drew a distinction between the 
granting of patents for inventions dealing with substances 
used in therapeutics and dietetics, such as serums, toxins, 
and vitamins on the one hand, and the granting of patents 
for the synthetic preparation of new substances on the 
other, were the practical outcome of the mind of Sir Henry 
Dale. It was felt to be desirable that no further patents 
should be granted for inventions dealing with the manu- 
facture of such substances as serums and the like for use 
in medicine and dietetics. For one thing, such substances 
were never the discovery of a single individual. Insulin 
might be taken as an example. That discovery really 
began with the work of Minkowski, who discovered that 
the removal of a dog’s pancreas produced severe diabetes, 
and on the hypothesis that this must be due to the 
withdrawal of a hormone regulating the metabolism of 
the carbohydrates, Schafer suggested the name insulin 
for the hormone in question. Sir Henry Dale himself, 
five or six years before Banting announced his discovery, 
actually prepared insulin, and that insulin was used, 
but unfortunately orally, on a dog, and produced no 
result. If by accident that substance had been injected 
into a dog, Dale would have discovered the clinical use 
of insulin long before Banting. The conference was also 
informed, on quite indisputable authority, that it was 
the general desire of manufacturers and researchers that 
such substances should be excluded from patent provisions. 
In the third recommendation, dealing with the synthetic 
preparation of new substances, such as chemical sub- 
stances, there was a good deal more dispute. It did not 
appear that the granting of patents for such preparations 
had been similarly detrimental, but the conference hoped 
to see an arrangement made in due time by which patents 
for such inventions could be dedicated to the use of the 
public. Until such a dedicatory system was established, 
the conference was of opinion that the special position 
held by medical men in the community rendered it 
undesirable that they should apply for patents in the 
medical field. It was on this last recommendation that 
the Medical Secretary must rely when his advice was 
asked in particular cases. Mr. Souttar added that he 
might be reproached with having given up a position he 
had previously held and expressed before the Representa- 
tive Body, but he had only done so after very prolonged 
discussions in committee, and after two long conferences 
with Sir Henry Dale and Sir Walter Fletcher. 

Dr. Radcliffe expressed himself uneasy about the phrase 
“medical field.’’ Surely a thing might be in the medical 
field and also in the botanical field. 


Sir Robert Bolam said that the phrase ‘‘ medical field ”’ 
was very carefully considered in the conference, and he 
hoped that the Council would not alter one word of the 
recommendations, because if it did so a great deal of the 
co-operative value of the conference would be lost. 

Dr. Douglas raised the question of a medical man 
making some discovery which was wrongly seized upon by 
some other person and patented. Mr. Souttar explained 
that only the discoverer of the article could legally take 
out a patent for it in any country. 

The Chairman said that he believed that German 
patents had been taken out in considerable numbers by 
people in that country who claimed to have made some 
slight alteration whereby they justified their action in 
so doing. Mr. Souttar said that that was very difficult 
to prevent, but it could be prevented by a system of 
dedicatory patents. The fact remained that to take out 
a patent a man must have made the discovery for himself, . 
although, of course, it was difficult to enforce this in other 
countries. Dr. Langdon-Down mentioned that there was 
in contemplation an international meeting next year to 
discuss these very problems. 

The recommendations of the conference were all 
agreed to. 


CONSULTANT AND SPECIALIST SERVICES 


Progress was reported with regard to the formation of 
the list of consultants within the area of the King 
I<dward’s _Hospital Fund for London who would be 
prepared to render service at a modified fee to members 
of the Hospital Saving Association agd to others of a like 
economic status. 

Dr. Hawthorne stated that the number of consultants 
and specialists who had applied to have their names 
included in the list had in each category been quite up 
to expectation, and in some cases beyond it. A question 
had arisen as to the description to be applied to the 
various categories, and it had been decided not to use 
the terms “‘ physicians,’’ “‘surgeons,’’ pathologists,’’ and 
so forth, but to have the headings ‘‘ medicine,’’ ‘‘ sur- 
gery,’ ‘‘ pathology,’’ etc. The term ‘‘ consulting 
physicians ”’ was already used in two definite connotations. 
It was sometimes applied to an individual who had com- 
pleted his active duties as physician to a hospital and 
the phrase was also used to denote a member of the 
profession who practised medicine but did not undertake 
general family practice. It was thought that it would be 
wise to get rid of further confusion and to describe all 
these gentlemen first as ‘‘ consultants,’’ and then to 
indicate the different branches, ‘‘ consultants in medicine,’’ 
consultants in surgery,’’ consultants in gynaecology,”’ 
and so on. With regard to physical medicine it was 
thought well to have two separate groups, one labelled 
‘‘ physical medicine,’”” and the other radiology.” 


Pension Ricuts oF I.M.S. OFFICERS 


Dr. Goodbody, in presenting the report of the Naval 
and Military Committee, said that the position of officers 
in the Indian Medical Service in relation to their pension 
rights had given the committee a good deal of concern, 
and there was a feeling on the part of many such officers 
that in any -future constitutional changes which might 
take place in India those rights should be fully protected, 
if necessary by statutory enactment. He reported on a 
correspondence which had taken place between the Asso- 
ciation and the India Office, and pointed out that it 
seemed to be clear from a letter from the Secretary 
of State in May last that the position of officers of the 
I.M.S. did not differ, in the matter of their pension 
rights, from that of officers in the Indian Army and the 
Indian Civil Services. The committee was maintaining 
a close watch on the situation, and was making inquiries 
_as to what action, if any, had been taken by the other 
branches of the Services concerned and as to the attitude 
of the India Office thereto. The question had also been 


raised of the position of the family pensions of I.M.S. 
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officers, which were provided from contributions com- 
pulsorily deducted. The moneys so contributed, which 
related to all officers of the Indian military Services, in- 
cluding the Medical Service, were not kept by the Govern- 
ment of India in any separate fund, but were merged 
into the ordinary governmental accounts. As the matter 
affected other branches of the Service, the committee was 
including this matter within the scope of the inquiry 
which it was conducting. 


DoMINION SERVICES 

Dr. Paterson, for the Dominions Committee, said that 
it had been arranged for a conference of representatives 
and delegates of Oversea Branches to be held during the 
Centenary week. He also reported on various matters 
which had been dealt with by his committee. It had 
taken up with the Colonial Office representations made 
by the Ceylon Branch on the subject of alleged unfair 
treatment of medical officers in relation to reduction of 
salaries. It was also dealing with the position of the 
medical service in the Windward Islands, where it appeared 
that improvements granted in Grenada had not been 
applied in St. Vincent and St. Lucia. A complaint of a 
medical officer in the Malayan Medical Service had also 
received attention, and another matter was with regard 
to what was apparently an inequitable introduction of 
economies affecting medical officers in the Gold Coast. 

The report of the Dominions Committee was approved. 


PusBLic ASSISTANCE DoMICILIARY MEDICAL SERVICE 

Dr. Snell brought forward a first report of the Public 
Assistance Medical Service Committee, which had been 
appointed to examine and report upon the present position 
of district medical officers. He said that the committee 
had decided to confine its deliberations to the domiciliary 
aspect of public medical assistance. Such assistance was 
now almost entirely administered by part-time district 
medical officers, who were paid by annual salary. The 
adequacy of the salaries was difficult to determine 
at present, owing to a lack of data, but some 
300 practitioners had undertaken to keep records 
during the present year as to the amount of work 
done, together with a _ statement of the remunera- 
tion received, and the committee hoped to be in 
a position by the end of the year to submit recommenda- 
tions dealing with the methods and remuneration appro- 
priate to this work. When considering the future lines of 
development for the provision of medical treatment for 
public assistance patients, the committee had considered 
the proposals outlined in the Association’s memorandum 
on a General Medical Service for the Nation, and it was 
decided that the efforts of the Association should be 
directed towards securing the adoption of the proposals 
elaborated there and in the evidence submitted by the 
Association to the Royal Commission cn National Health 
Insurance. The central idea was that there should be 
provision for every individual in the community of a 
private practitioner or family doctor, and that public 
assistance cases should be dealt with by arrangements 
similar to those obtaining under the Insurance Acts. 
This method of provision predicated the open choice 
method of employing private practitioners as opposed to 
the employment of whole-time salaried medical officers, 
and an arrangement of this nature would facilitate 
the future extension of insurance medical _ benefit 
to dependants. Reports had been received as to the 
operation of the open-choice method in various parts of 
the country. The committee had decided that when 
headquarters was asked for advice as to the appropriate 
payment for work of this nature it should indicate that 
the Association preferred the open-choice method for the 
provision of medical attendance and treatment of public 
assistance patients ; that in the event of this method 
being unacceptable to the local practitioners or to the 
occupants of the present appointments, or to the Public 
Assistance Authority, the salaries of the appointed officers 
should be definitely correlated to the work done and 


- 
based upon reliable statistics ; that where a 
occurred, the Division should endeavour to have the area 
placed upon the open-choice method ; and that payment 
on the open-choice system should be by a capitation fee 
of 9s. plus 2s. 3d. for drugs (11s. 3d. in all), and with an 
agreed per capita rate in certain rural areas where Mileage 
was a considerable factor. 

Dr. J. B. Miller asked whether, in fixing a capitation 


- fee of 9s., the committee had had it in mind that in the 
‘case of the Insurance Acts the capitation fee was for 


potential patients, and in the case of public assistance 

very largely for actual patients. Dr. Snell replied that 

it would be for patients ‘‘ at risk.’’ He believed, after 

a very careful study of the position, that in most Cases 

medical men would be satisfied with the figures given, 
The report was approved. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE ASSOCIATION 

Dr. Morton Mackenzie, for the Organization Committee 
brought forward a special report on the prize essay 
competitions for students and newly qualified practi. 
tioners. He said that owing to these competitions the 
Association had been able to get into much closer touch 
with teaching schools, with advantages in the way of re- 
cruiting among the junior members of the profession. The 
Association had now a representative in every provincial 
teaching school, and had also been able to establish liaison 
with every teaching school in London either by means 
of its dean or a special liaison officer. He moved that as 
part of the Council’s scheme for bringing the Association 
and its work to the notice of medical students and the 
newly qualified the practice of offering prizes for short 
practical papers of a directly clinical nature should be 
continued. 

Mr. Bishop Harman was of opinion that the system of 
prizes for students had not advanced the connexion of 
the Association with the medical schools. He pointed 
to the small number of essays sent in for the competi- 
tions. The growing influence of the Association in the 
schools was not due to these prizes, but to a recognition 
of what the Association was doing for the profession. 

Dr. Hawthorne said that at one time in the discussion 
on this subject he had thought that the matter of prizes 
ought not to be in the hands of the Organization Com- 
mittee but of the Science Committee, but having read the 
report now submitted he had come to the conclusion that 
it would be much better to leave things as they were. 
The Organization Committee was interested in these prize 
competitions, not as representing the scientific achieve- 
ments of students, but as enabling the Association to get 
in contact with the medical schools. The relations between 
the Association and the medical schools had certainly 
very much improved. If one took the view that prizes 
should be discontinued because the number of entries was 
small, the same thing would apply to certain of the 
statutory prizes which were offered every year by the 
Association. 

The recommendation was adopted. 

Dr. Morton Mackenzie next brought forward a proposal 
made by the Victorian Branch to set up subdivisions, 
each of which might send representatives to a repre- 
sentative meeting in the Branch area, and any decision 
come to by that meeting would be binding upon the 
members without having to be brought before a general 
meeting of the Branch. His committee was naturally 
unwilling to interfere with any suggestion coming from 
an Oversea Branch with wide powers of autonomy but it 
was necessary to ensure that the rights of individual mem- 
bers had been preserved, and to inquire why the usual 
organization of Divisions as operating in this country 
had not been followed. The committee had conferred 
with the chairman of the Branch Council, Dr. Newmati 
Morris, who had been in London, and having received 
explanations and assurances, it had decided to recom- 
mend that no objection be taken by the Council to the 
new rules, provided that these included, among the 
matters reserved for consideration by general meetings 
of the Branch, the appointment of Branch _representa- 
tives in the Representative Body of the parent Asso 
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jation and the consideration of any referendum being 
icin by the Council of the parent body. 


This recommendation was agreed to by the Council. 

The Chairman of Council was authorized to forward 
suitable letters to Dr. F. N. P. Parsons and Dr. C. J. B. 
Buchan, lately honorary secretaries of the Kesteven and 
Lewisham Divisions respectively, who have resigned office, 


and whose services were considered to be deserving of 


special recognition. 


MATTERS 

A brief discussion took place on a report by the Ethical 
Committee on the proposal (now abandoned) by the 
British Social Hygiene Council to establish a personal 

roblems bureau where advice could be given on topics 
relating to marriage. The Ethical Committee had taken 
exception to a proposal to construct a selected list of 

ractitioners to be recommended to clients of the bureau, 

inasmuch as any practitioner whose name was included 
in the list might find himself suspected of indirect adver- 
tisement. It was now stated, however, that the proposal 
had been withdrawn, this decision having been influenced 
by a sincere desire on the part of the British Social 
Hygiene Council that nothing should arise to disturb the 
close relations with the British Medical Association. A 
letter reciprocating this wish was ordered to be sent. 

Dr. Lyndon mentioned that the Birmingham Branch 
had made representations concerning a statement alleged 
to have been made by His Honour Judge Ruegg at the 
Birmingham county court during the hearing of a work- 
men’s compensation case, which contained a reflection 
upon the giving of expert evidence by medical men. 
The Ethical Committee addressed a protest to the Lord 
Chancellor, who now forwarded a reply he had received 
from Judge Ruegg, in which the judge said, first, that 
the observations, which had appeared in an evening paper, 
did not correctly report what he had said, and, secondly, 
that after the lapse of time he did not exactly remember 
the words he had used, but if he had used any words 
from which a reflection on the honour or bona fides of 
members of the medical profession could be deduced, he 
withdrew them unequivocally. The committee had replied 
that it was gratified to receive the letter, and hoped, in 
view of the publicity accorded to his former remarks, 
that the judge would see his way to make an announce- 
ment in court, and this, Dr. Lyndon understood, he had 
made or had promised to make. 

Certain proposals for the extension of the London Public 
Medical Service had received the attention of the Ethical 
Committee. Those responsible for that Service had been 
rather disturbed at the steady inroads made upon private 
practice in London, particularly by the hospitals, and 
they had advanced a proposal for the extension of the 
Public Medical Service by the formation of local groups 
of subscribers, and by the canvassing of persons eligible 
te join these groups. Canvassing had not hitherto 
been employed in connexion with the Service, and the 
Ethical Committee, while expressing sympathy with the 
extension of the Service, felt that the proposal was open 
to ethical objections. Although it was proposed that a 
subscriber should have an entirely free choice as to his 
medical attendant, and should be allowed to choose any 
practitioner, whether a member of the Service or not, 
both being paid out of the funds of the Service, yet 
in fact there would be two categories of practitioners— 
these who had joined the Service and received their 
remuneration on a capitation basis, and those who had 
nothing to do with it, although some of their patients 
had become subscribers—and there would be a tendency 
for subscribers to have their names included on the list 
of members of the Service because of certain advantages. 
Dr. Lyndon now stated, however, that there was a possi- 
bility of a fresh scheme being brought forward by the 
Service, and on this understanding the matter was _re- 
mitted for further consideration by the committee. One 


or two members of Council expressed the hope that a 
way free of objection would be found, as the Service 
offered an excellent means of counteracting some of the 


encroachments on private practice. 


ASSOCIATION FINANCE AND THE EcoNoMIC DEPRESSION 

The Treasurer, in an important statement, drew the 
attention of the Council to the effect which the present 
economic depression was likely to have upon the future 
finance of the Association. The Association stood to lose 
in three respects: as a body of subscribing members, in 
a certain falling off of subscriptions ; as the proprietors 
of a journal, in a certain diminution of advertisement 
revenue ; and as landlords, in premises remaining unlet. 
In these circumstances, having received a report from 
the Financial Secretary, the Finance Committee had 
decided to point out the urgent necessity for a strict 
limit upon future expenditure so as to avoid a heavy 
adverse balance in the next financial statement. Mr. 
Bishop Harman produced figures showing a growth of 
the costs of committees during recent years; here 
something might be done to check overlapping of work 
and undue expenditure. Possibly committees might be 
made smaller, and the number of their meetings somewhat 
reduced. It was also suggested that economy might be 
effected by some reduction in the number of pages in 
the Journal. 

The Council was impressed by the Treasurer’s statement, 
and passed a resolution asking the officers of the Associa- 
tion and the chairman of the Journal Committee to 
consider methods by which economies could be effected 
and to report to the next Council meeting. It was 
understood that opportunity would be taken at the Repre- 
sentative Meeting to draw attention to the position. 


OTHER BUSINESS 

The Hospitals Committee brought forward a model 
letter suggested for the use of practitioners in sending 
patients to hospital; it was based upon the model 
approved by the Department of Health for Scotland for 
the use of insurance practitioners. It was specifically 
stated, both on the form to be filled in by the practitioner 
sending the case, and on the companion form to be used, 
if desired, by the consultant medical officer in replying, 
that the form was not to be used in instances where 
information was required for workmen’s compensation 
purposes. Various sugg@stions having been made as to 
improvement of the form, the Chairman withdrew it for 
further consideration. 

Dr. Snell, on behalf of the Public Health Committee, 
said that certain amendments had been suggested by 
experience as necessary in the recommended arrangements 
and scale of remuneration of part-time consultant members 
of the visiting staffs of council hospitals, on which, for 
the guidance of the office, the Council had put forward 
certain expressions of opinion not long ago. The amended 
recommendations were approved, and will be set out in 
the Supplementary Report of Council. 

It was stated that the Financial Secretary and the 
Assistant Medical Secretary had been in communication 
with the Inland Revenuet with regard to the liability for 
income tax of medical officers whose salaries had been 
subjected to an economy variation, especially the hardship 
inflicted on those who had agreed to temporary deductions 
but whose assessments for income tax are based on the 
full amount of their previously unreduced salaries. Various 
other bodies representing local government officials and 
teachers had been asked to co-operate. The matter had 
been raised in Parliament, but without success, and it was 
possible that a test case would be taken to the courts. 

The Commissioner of Police for the metropolis had 
asked, through the Ministry of Transport, whether 
diabetes under insulin treatment should be added to the 
disabilities prescribed in the Motor Vehicles Regulations 
as constituting an absolute bar to a driving licence. The 
Deputy Medical Secretary had sent a carefully reasoned 
reply, the conclusion of which was that some diabetic 
patients, though by no means the majority, were unfit 
to drive, and might be said to fall within the class charac- 
terized by ‘“‘ liability to sudden attacks of disabling 
giddiness or fainting.”” The majority, whether under 
insulin treatment or not, did not fall within this descrip- 
tion. The Council approved the reply sent. 
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Some discussion centred round the decision of the 
Insurance Acts Committee to refer the question of the 
abolition of the anaesthetic fee’ to the Annual Panel Con- 
ference. Dr. Lyndon said that in Surrey it had been 
shown that over a series of years a negligibly small 
number of practitioners abused the Regulations, and he 
understood that the same was true of London. Dr. Dain 
pointed out that it was for Dr. Lyndon’s committee or 
any other at the conference to state the case against the 
procedure which had been adopted by London. 

In presenting the report of the Ophthalmic Committee, 
Mr. Bishop Harman said that the National Ophthalmic 
Treatment Board Scheme continued to make progress ; 
the number of cases dealt with during April and May 
was nearly double the number for the corresponding 
two months of last year. The attention of the Associa- 
tion of Dispensing Opticians had been drawn to the fact 
that there were areas of appreciable size where a dispensing 
service had not so far been established, and the reply 
received was that that association was alive to its 
responsibility in the matter and was doing its best to 
make the scheme as complete as possible in every area. 

The report of the Scottish Committee mentioned the 
forthcoming conference with the Department of Health 
and representatives of the larger local authorities, which 
had since taken place with satisfactory results. It was 
reported that Dr. J. Livingstone Loudon had kindly 
presented a number of engraved portraits of celebrated 
medical men to be hung on the walls of the Scottish 
House in Edinburgh. 

Dr. Douglas stated that a meeting to draw attention to 
medical charities would be held as part of the Centenary 
celebrations of the Association ; also that a special charities 
appeal would be published in the Supplement. 


It was agreed that ‘‘ The treatment of glaucoma ” 
should be the subject for the Middlemore Prize to 
awarded in 1933. 
The anonymous member of the Council who, as sta 
at the last meeting, had presented to the Association 9 
reproduction in oils of the Ouless portrait of Lord Listen 
painted by Mr. D. Gordon Shields, was now reveale| 
as Dr. Douglas. Dr. Douglas said that he had been led 
to make the presentation because the portrait of Lister 
already in possession of the Association conveyed to his 
mind, as a student of that great man, nothing of the 
spiritual force with which Lister impressed all with whan 
he came in contact. Therefore he had thought it Tight 
to bring forward for the Council’s acceptance some More 
adequate presentment of the greatest benefactor of pic 
kind who had ever been a member of the Association 
Dr. Douglas was warmly thanked for his gift. 
An invitation was received from the British Standards 
Institution to appoint a representative on the Committee 
on standard technique for the Rideal-Walker coefficient 
of disinfectants, and the Council approved of the 
Chairman’s appointment of Dr. L. P. Garrod of § 
Bartholomew's Hospital. It was agreed that Sir Robert 
Philip be asked to represent the Association at the confer. 
ence of the International Federation of University Women 
to be held shortly at Edinburgh ; Mr. Jenner Verral]. 
to be the representative at a conference summoned by the 
Central Council for the Care of Cripples ; and the President 
and Dr. W. Paterson to represent the Association at a 
conference of the National Association for the Prevention 
of Infant Mortality. 
The Supplementary Annual Report of Council was 
approved, and the Council ended its day’s labour 
at 7 p.m. : 


THE OUT-PATIENT PROBLEM 


Views oF THE LonpoN PupLic MEDICAL SERVICE 
We have received for publication the following Memo- 
randum of Evidence presented, on June 3rd, by the 
Committee of Management of the Public Medical Service 
for London to the Out-Patient Committee of the King 
Edward VII Hospital Fund. 


It has been apparent for a long time to medical practi- 
tioners that the dependants of insured persons and others 
in similar economic positions find it difficult, for financial 
reasons, to obtain the medical attention which they require. 
Attempts have been made, in various ways, to meet these 
difficulties—by the establishment of medical clubs, provident 
dispensaries, etc., and by the provision of medical advice 
by the out-patient departments of hospitals. 

While these arrangements have succeeded in supplying the 
needs of the patients to a certain extent, they cannot be 
regarded as entirely satisfactory: Medical clubs and_pro- 
vident dispensaries are frequently regarded as providing a 
minimum of medical attention, often of a semi-charitable 
character, and anything beyond that minimum has_ been 
supplied by the local clinics and out-patient departments. 
On the other hand, while the out-patient department could 
be of great use to those cases which were able to visit the 
department, it did not provide treatment in the patient's 
own home. 

With the object of trying to help to solve the problem 
by providing medical attention of a good general practitioner 
type for those patients, the London Public Medical Service 
was started in 1926. Since the beginning there has been 
a steady increase in the number of doctors engaged in the 
Service and of subscribers, so that now the number of members 
—-that is, doctors—is 425, and the number of subscribers is 
13,500. There is also a number of honorary members—that 
is, doctors who are not themselves working the Service; but 
who approve of the aims of the Service. 

In each borough the doctors who are working the Service 
elect a local committee. From this local committee one 


representative is elected to serve on the Committee of Manage- , 


ment, which is therefore representative of all the doctors 


engaged in the Service, and in touch with the conditions 
obtaining in general practice in the various areas. 

It may be felt that the number of subscribers is very 
small considering the large field in which the Service js 
operating. The Committee of Management would point out, 
however, that many of these patients have been obtaining 
a great deal of their medical attention at small fees or no 
fees at all from subsidized sources, and that they are now 
only gradually coming to appreciate the value of the facilities 
which are offered to them by the London Public” Medical 
Service. More rapid growth of the Service is also hindered 
by the fact that public propaganda is impossible at present. 

Those who may become subscribers are the dependants 
of insured persons and those of similar economic position. 
The weekly subscriptions are 4d. for one subscriber, 8d. for 
two subscribers, 11d. for three subscribers, and 1s. 1d. for 
four or more subscribers, in one family. For these fees, 
subscribers can obtain from their own family doctor ordinary 
general practitioner treatment (that is, visits at their own 
home or consultations at the doctor’s surgery), advice when 
required on infant welfare, and an introduction to a hospital 
consultant when this is necessary. For the last an official 
form is used on which details of the patient’s illness can be 
set out. 

The subscription rates have been modified as a result of 
the experience gained in working the Service, and a number 
of considerations have been kept in mind by the Central 
Committee of Management in deciding on the present rates. 

One factor is that such a service must offer a doctor an 


adequate remuneration for his work. In the past there have. 


been, and in some parts of the country there still are, 
medical clubs where the subscriptions are low, and where 
in consequence the doctor’s capitation fee is small. These 
provide a general practitioner service which is only rendered 
complete by the patient obtaining further advice from the 
local infant welfare clinics and from the out-patient depart- 
ment of the local hospital. It seems unlikely that the 
remuneration or the class of work in such a service would 
attract the best type of general practitioner. The Committee 
of Management holds that continuity of observation and 
treatment, such as can be provided only by a family doctor, 


is of the first importance, and feels that an incomplete service, 
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king on inadequate fees such as the above, contributes 
hse or nothing towards the real health of the public. 
wt other factor which the Committee has considered in 
deciding 00 the subscriptions is the capacity of these patients 

in other directions. This is a point on which general 
1 itioners have an opportunity of making direct observa- 
tions, and there is no doubt that many of these patients pay 

d uate sums for any articles or services which they require. 
P o also appeared to the Committee only right that due 
heed should be taken of the health propaganda which has 
been such a feature of the public press for a number of 
years. Innumerable articles have emphasized to the public 
the idea that health is the most valued possession they can 
have, and one which they should take every trouble to 
secure for themselves. It was felt that, if any success had 
attended this long-continued propaganda, the public must 
appreciate by now the value of being able to secure advice 
on health matters whenever the need for that advice might 
arise, and that for this reason charitable or semi-charitable 
considerations might be eliminated almost entirely in fixing 
the subscription rates, so that these might be decided on an 
economic basis. 

The Committee of Management knows that many of the 
cases attending out-patient departments could be advised by 
their own family doctor, and that in this way much of the 
congestion, waste of time, and waste of money in out- 
patient departments could be avoided. The Committee sug- 
gests that by reason of its small subscriptions the London 
Public Medical Service has removed one of the difficulties— 
the patients can now afford to have a family doctor. To 
this doctor tne patients can be referred back for any treat- 
ment of a general practitioner nature. It suggests further 
that any hospital which really wishes to lessen the demands 
on its out-patient department would be gJad to bring the 
Service to the notice of its patients. 

The Committee regrets, however, that up to the present 
it has not found a hospital which has offered to take any 
steps in this direction. The information in the possession 
of the Committee comes from many sources and concerns 
many boroughs in London, and it can be said that, prac- 
tically without exception, the hospitals are interested in one 
thing only regarding their out-patient departments, and that 
is, in keeping up the numbers of those attending, and this 
not for any reason connected with the medical welfare of the 
patient. 

The Committee of Management welcomes this opportunity 
of giving evidence before the Out-Patient Committee of the 
King Edward VII Hospital Fund. It suggests that the 
London Public Medical Service has in effect . contributed 
something toward the solution of the problems set before the 
Out-Patient Committee, in so far as it makes practical pro- 
vision whereby such of the medical work as can be dealt 
with elsewhere than in the out-patient department is dealt 
with elsewhere, so freeing this part of the hospital for its 
legitimate work. 

The London Public Medical Service will do anything that 
lies in its power to help in any way towards the solution 
of the problems of the out-patient departments, and will be 
glad to co-operate with the King Edward VII Hospital Fund 
Committee in any practical manner that may be suggested. 


GENERAL MEDICAL COUNCIL 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

A meeting of the Executive Committee of the General 
Medical Council was held on May 28rd, under the chair- 
manship of Sir NoRMAN WALKER, and the minutes have 
now been issued. Several of the matters dealt with were 
referred to in his address from the chair of the Council 
on the following day, and published in the Supplement 
of May 28th. 


Mepicat HERBALISTS 
The committee had before it certain correspondence for- 
warded by the Ministry of Health, relating to an -applica- 
tion by a body known as the National Association of 
Medical Herbalists of Great Britain, Ltd., for registration 
as a teaching and practising body. It was stated that it 


had established a college for the training of students in 


the practice of medical herbalism. The Minister’s reply 
was to the effect that, if the object of the association was © 
to secure a charter, the question was one for determina- 
tion by the Privy Council ; if it was proposed to proceed 
by way of a Bill, the Minister would be unable to give his 
support to such a measure, and in either event no useful 
purpose would be served by the interview which was 
sought. 
MEDICAL OFFICERS IN KENYA 

The Registrar reported a communication from a practi- 
tioner in Mombasa drawing attention to what he con- 
sidered to be undue facilities for practice given to assistant 
surgeons or hospital assistants in that country. When 
the province of Kenya was instituted after the war, the 
East Africa Protectorate Medical Ordinance of 1910 was 
enacted without change. One section of this ordinance 
provides that assistant surgeons or hospital assistants may 
be licensed to practise medicine by the principal medical 
officer if he is satisfied that this is in the interests of the 
public and that the persons proposed to be licensed are 
suitable. It was decided that the matter of which the 
practitioner complained was one for the discretion of the 
local medical authorities, and that there were no grounds 
for action on the part of the Council. 


OPHTHALMIC SURGEONS AND THE DISPENSING 
OF GLASSES 

A case was submitted to the Council in which, it was 
stated, a private company had been formed by several 
ophthalmic surgeons in a provincial town, the object being 
to provide in a suitable locality a fitting-room, and 
probably a workshop, for the dispensing of glasses pre- 
scribed by them, the profits, if any, to be distributed 
among the surgeons supporting the scheme. It was added 
that no advertising associated with the name of any 
qualified medical man would be permitted. <A reply sent 
by direction of the president, and approved by the com- 
mittee, was to the effect that an analogy with the case 
of medical men who dispensed and sold their own medi- 
cines, which had been put forward, might be correct, but the 
trend of modern medical thought was for the practitioner 
to confine himself as far as possible to professional care 
and advice, and to abandon dispensing. The Council 
could not in any way give a certificate of indemnity to 
persons undertaking such a scheme. It was for the pro- 
moters to consider whether they were contravening any 
principles covered by the Warning Notices, and whether 
they felt that, in the event of any complaint being made 
against them for contravention, they had a good case for 
justification should the matter come before the Council. 
There must, of course, be no advertising of the ophthalmic 
surgeons concerned. 


CHANGE OF NAME 

At its previous meeting the committee decided that in 
the case of a change of name in the Medical Register the 
former name should continue to appear. The matter was 
now further considered in the light of the Registration of 
Business Names Act, 1916, and the committee, after re- 
ceiving a report by the Registrar on the points in that 
Act in so far as they concerned members of the medical 
and dental professions, resolved that in future persons 
desiring to change their names in the Register should be 
required to produce, if possible, a certificate that the 
change had been registered under the Act above men- 
tioned, except-in the case of women who changed their 
names on marriage. 


DIscIPLinED INSURANCE PRACTITIONERS 
It was announced that the Welsh Board of Health and 
the Department of Health for Scotland had undertaken 
to adopt a similar procedure to that recently followed by 
the Ministry of Health in England, whereby particulars of. 
cases in which disciplinary action is taken against insur- 
ance practitioners are reported to the Council.

THE DENTAL BOARD 

At the last session of the Dental Board, chiefly devoted 
to penal cases, the Right Hon. Sir Francis Dyke Acland, 
Bt., in his address from the chair, alluded with great 
regret to the fact that Sir Holburt Waring had ceased to 
be a member of the Board. Sir Holburt was one of the 
original members, and had served the Board with great 
distinction, his special care being the welfare of the dental 
schools of the country. The reason for the premature, 
and, as the chairman thought, unnecessary termination 
of his service, was that in March he was not reappointed 
by the Royal College of Surgeons as its representative 
on the General Medical Council. He therefore ceased to 
bea member of the Branch Council for England, and, by 
a decision given by Mr. Justice Luxmoore, this meant that 
he automatically ceased to be a member of the Dental 
Board. The chairman said: 

“We have admired the zeal and diligence that he has 
always displayed in our work, and the care that he has always 
shown that our decisions should be the result of mature 
judgement. We have envied the happy mixture of dignity 
and geniality that have characterized him when he has 
Tepresented us. We have profited by the fine example he 
has set us of disinterested and upright public service. And 
now that he has gone we have lost a valued friend.’’ 


Mr. Heseltine was appointed treasurer of the Board in 
Place of Sir Holburt Waring. 
The Board agreed to make a grant not exceeding £500 
movable equipment in the accommodation at the 


for 


Birmingham Dental Hospital for. the dental school. It 
was announced that up to date the Board had considered 
864 applications for bursaries, and had awarded 557. Of 
the bursars 268 had already qualified. 

On the motion of Mr. Butterfield, seconded by Mr. 
Bowen, the Board agreed to request the General Medical 
Council to consider whether persons registered under the 
Act of 1921 might be accepted for registration as dental 
students. 

A report by the Education and Research Committee 
stated that several post-graduate courses were to be 
arranged in the London dental schools in the autumn, and 
tentative proposals had been put forward for a course of 
post-graduate instruction to be given by Leeds, Liverpool, 
and Manchester dental schools working in conjunction, 
and by Birmingham dental school acting independently.

MEDICAL RESEARCH AND THE PATENT LAWS 

S1r,—The unanimous recommendation of the committee 
appointed to inquire into the question of medical patents 
will not find a corresponding unanimity amongst research 
workers. There have been published no valid reasons wherein 
patents in the medical field have in any serious degree 
blocked the way of medical research. The one case of 
vitamins has been referred to as ample evidence of the 
enormity of the offence of patenting biological products. 
Any obstruction of this type ought to make the average 
research worker all the more anxious to overcome such 
obstacle by finding alternative methods of obtaining the 
same results. A very large number of such supposed 
blocking patents can in fact be overcome by a worker 
who is really prepared to get down to the difficulties 
involved, and, in so doing, the very difficulty presented 
may in fact provide additional information of the greatest 
value. I have known this to happen in my own 
experience. 

Apart from this, however, comes the facile assumption 
that, because a patent has been applied for, therefore 
all future progress is barred. The real fact of the matter 
is that a patent is usually granted only for a period of 
fifteen years, renewable for five years and, in very special 
circumstances, for another five years. Since many of 
these discoveries require five to ten years before their 
application is generalized, it is no great hardship, looking 
at the possible future existence of the human race, thai 
a mere flash of time should be occupied wherein the 
inventor may reap a reward for work which posterity 
will enjoy, perhaps, thousands of years after he is deaa. 
I contend that no case has yet been made out which 
would satisfy any but a childish type of mind that any 
really lasting obstruction is put in the way of progress 
by patents. Even the committee itself in fact now admits 
the point which I have repeatedly made—for example, 
that the patent system has actually stimulated the science 
of chemotherapy in Germany. The so-called ethical 
attitude in this country has put a brake upon progress 
and has stultified similar development here. The bureau- 
cratic interference by a ‘“‘ dedication committee ’’ will 
only further delay this development. Letters patent 
granted for a discovery are only available when full dis- 
closure is made of all the minutiae connected with the 
manufacture of any substance or drug. With the advent 
of synthetic organic chemistry medicine has suddenly 
become enriched by new drugs and a vision of new possi- 
bilities of treatment along the lines of chemotherapy 
which very few realize yet, even remotely. | 

As consulting pathologist for some years to the British 
Dyestuffs Corporation I came to realize in a small degree 
how vast the resources of this type of work may become. 
Slowly, however, I further learnt by experience how

great were the difficulties which prevented the full 
utilization of the new weapon. Thus, for any single 
useful drug to be prepared it was often necessary to 
conduct months or years of research in synthesizing a 
large number of substances, most of which were scrapped 
on physiological or pathological trial. Even when a 
useful substance is produced, I am informed that with 
some firms the cost of bringing it to the medical public, 
of translating into various languages the instructions 
required for world-wide use, and of marketing, may be 
as large as £15,000 for one drug, apart from the initial 
cost of the research. Moreover, the patent law insists 
that any drug protected by pateat must bo available at 
the lowest possible price consistent with duc reward to 
the inventor. There is no possibility, therefore, of any 
medical man or firm preventing another from the use 
of a drug by prohibitive prices on a patented product, 
but this might obtain with a non-patented product. 
There is ample protection available against the abuse of 
any monopoly under Section 27, Patents and Designs Act, 
1907 and 1919 (Consolidated), in this country, since com- 
pulsory licences to manufacture may be obtained, subject 
to the payment of royalties, which are determined by the 
Comptroller of the Patent Office. Thus secrecy is 
impossible ; unfair monopoly is impossible ; complete 
availability is necessary ; and only a limited reward for 
a very limited time is possible. There is no possibility 
of any medical man retaining for his own use any drug 
by this scheme. Under these conditions it is imperative 
that, if the firms which supply medical products are 
to maintain research staffs in full activity, some degree 
of reward must be available. The alternative system is 
that of non-disclosure of information regarding remedies, 
which may be so complex that complete analysis may 
be wellnigh impossible. 


While I do not regard the patent system as perfect, 
it is at all events very much more to be desired than 
the suppression of information which will certainly result 
if large firms cannot recoup themselves for their costs 
by some slight protection for a few years’ time. More- 
over, there are medical workers in this country, of whom 
I am one, who have been attracted to the study of 
chemotherapy, and who have found vent for their 
enthusiasm and interest by co-ordinating their efforts 
with some large research group attached to, or financed 
by, a commercial firm of repute. These firms have done 
much for medicine in a _ perfectly ethical and highly 
scientific, manner, and, in my opinion, exceed by far the 
usefulness of the Medical Research Council itself. As 
I have pointed out before, I fail to see how any medical 
man who develops the pathological side of his work so 
as to enable him to co-ordinate his mind and efforts with 
those of the organic chemist should not receive-for those 
highly trained efforts the reward which is granted to 
those who, in clinical practice, use the results of his 
labour and acquire fees for such use. The committee, 
in its efforts to secure some advantage from regulating 
the patent system, might at least have taken the opinion 
of those engaged in this type of research work, but this 
particular committee has met without, as far as I know, 
inviting the opinions of any of those so engaged who 
might be expected to be affected by its decisions. There 
are other workers who are equally sincere and equaliy 
enthusiastic who have not the protected position enjoyed 
by some of those advocating this change, whe are yet 
endeavouring to finance their own work in their own way, 
and who will be very seriously affected by this decision. 
Research is not the sole prerogative of any council or 
individual, and it is to be hoped that those individual 
research workers will yet be considered who prefer to 
remain individual and not to be subsidized by the State,
